THAN DOUBLED IN LAST 
THREE YEARS. 


It may surprise most readers 
to learn that there are now more 
miles of railway in the Province 
of Alberta than there are in the 
main line of the C.P.R. between 
the City of Montreal and the City 
of Vancouver, and almost as 
many mi] § as in the main line of 
the C.P.R. from the City of Que- 
bee to the City of Vancouver. 

At the end of 1912 there were 
in Alberta 3,020 miles of complet- 
ed railway, The C.P.R. main line 
from Montreal to Vancouver is 
2,905 miles long, and from Que

ss.00|Government to induce construe- 


tion by guaranteeing the bonds of 
such eqinpanies as required as- 
sistance to enable them to build. 
In this lies the answer to the 
question of whether or not the 
guarantee policy has aceomplish- 
ed what was expected of it, and 
to what extant. 

The first guarantees of railway 
bonds were authorized by the 
Legislature in 1909. But eom- 
paratively little construction was 
done in that year, only 139 miles 
being completed. The great 
bulk of the construction done un- 
der the guarantee policy, and the 
bulk of construction done since 
the adoption of that policy, has 
been done in the years 1910, 1911 
and 1912. 

At the end of 1909 the mileage 
cf all lines in the province was 
1,391, or an increase of 445 miles 
in four years, By the end of 
1912 the mileage had grown to 
3,020, an increase of 1,629 miles 
in three years, or of 5438 miles 
per year. 

Thus each yeer sinee the guar- 
antee policy became = effective, 
there has been built more than 
one-third the total mileage in the 
province when that policy was 
adopted, and more than one-half 
the total mileage in the province 
vhen it was formed seven years 
“ago 

Not that all the railways built 
during the past three years have 
been built money derived 
from guaranteed bonds. The 
C.P.R., which has been building 
railways at an undreamed-of rate 
during the past three years, has 
not been assisted by the province. 
Nor have the main lines of the 
C.N.R. and G.T.P. been built with 
bonds guaranteed by the province. 
At present it is not possible to 
separate the work carried on by 
the latter two companies, and to 
specify what proportion has been 
built under provincial guarantee. 
But what is known is that no 
branch lines have been built by 
ther company in Alberta with- 
it this guarantee; and that the 
branehes built by each of them 
total several hundreds of miles is 
vious from the map.

To be able to keep one's famiiy by} 


collecting and selling old botties at a 
profit would be an achievement be- 
yond tne scope of the majjority of 
people, but it has been done in Bd- 
monton, and the individual who is 
doing it is a boy about twelve years 
of age.

shack, ‘The place was bitterly cold, 
There was practically no fire, as the 
stove pipe had got stopped up, and 
for fuel there were only a few broken 
boxes. However, the doctor and Mr, 
Turnbull did what they could and 
succeeded in making a fire, Then 
a bright faced boy came in, who was 
the support of the family, and spoke 
good English, He told Mr. Turn- 
bull that his family had been in Ed- 
monton two years and that last No- 
vember their shack on the same spot 
had been burnt up. .But it was built 
again as the father, who is an indus- 
trious man, was not lil then, and was 
getting odd jobs, Then the fathers 
health broke down and since then 
this twelve-year-old boy has support- 
ed the family out of the profits made 
on the sale of bottles.
